An Ex-Cabinet Minister Charged With 


Selling Influence. 


M. CHARLES DE LESSEPS LAYING BARE 
THE.WHOLE MATTER. 


He Is Promised Immunity for Furnishing 
Inf rmation—Vigorous Prosecution of 
the Boodlers Being Carried Out—Cana- 
dians Emigrating to South Dakota— 
Mexico Abolish’ ng Foreign Legations— 
Dublin Explosion Investigation — 
Foreign News. 


PaRIs, Jan. 6.—The charges against M. 
Baihut, who was Minister of Public Works in 
the De Freycinet Cabinet, have aroused 
great interest, largely on account of the pe- 
coullar social career of M, Baihut and his con- 
nection with the divorced wife of M. Armen- 
gaud. As Minister of Public Works,M.Baihut 
bad an important influence upon the course 
of the Government in regard to the Panama 
Canal Oo., and the charge is substan- 
tially that he sold that influence. 
The Figaro says that M. Franqueville, the 
Judge da’instruction, has decided that the 
evidence against M. Baihut, presented during 
the examining In regard to the check for 
w0,000 francs alleged to have been paid to 
“him, warrants putting himontrial. It is re- 
ported that the proof against M. Baihut, as 
well as against other important Dersonages 
whom the Government Is prosecuting or pre- 
paring to prosecute, is due to an understand- 
ing arrived at between the authorities and M. 
Charles De Lesseps, whereby the latter, in 
consideration of giving all the information in 
his powerin relation to the beneficiaries of 
the Panama corruption, is to be treated with 
great leniency, if not admitted to absolute 
immunity. The report is that M. Chdrles 
De Lesseps bad an unreserved statement of 
all the facts within his knowledge and will 
do the same on his own trial, and at any 
separate trials of others connected with the 
scandal. M. De Lesseps’ motivesare stated 
to be not only to secure immunity as much as 
possible from the penalty of the law, but also 
convince the public that tne Panama com 
pany was forced by Irresistible pressure on 
the part of officials and the press to choose 
between wholesale corruption and the threat- 
ened ruin of the enterprise. Itis said the ac 
knowledgements made by M. De Lesseps are 
of the most startling character and will 
ereate a sensation in America as well as 
France. ’

Death in Kichigan. 


He Betrayed His Oath and Suffered the 
Penalty. — 


THE MURDERER TAKEN RED-HANDED 
AND CONFZSSES THE CRIME. 


Vengeance Followed the Victim Across 
the Ocean toa Northern Lumber Camp 
—Terrible Domestic Tragedy in Gal- 
veston—Thse Negro Slayer of Two 
Women Fatally Shot While Resisting 
Arrest—Crime Miscellany. 


ISHPEMING, Mich., Jan. 6.—The work of 
vengeance of the Mafia is equaled by the 
facts which have just come to light in con- 
nection with the death of Annal Sherman, 
an overseer In the Walton lumber camp near 
thiscity. Sherman was found dead witha 


side him. Gazing stoically at the dead man 
wasa Frenchman named Anthony. Murray, 
who has been workingin the camp. He ex- 
plained that Sherman had been sitting 
quietly by the stove when he suddenly drew 
a revolver and shot himself. A search of the 
dead man’s clothes disclosed an ‘old en- 
velope, inside of which was scrawled in 
French: 

If I, Annal Sherman, come toa violent end charge 
it to work of the **Paris lerrors.”’ Ten years ago I 
violated the society’s laws, and have since been pur- 
sued by one of its members. He overtook mein San 
Fraacisco in 1866, and bas followed mehere. He is 
hounding me to deeth. 

Then followed a brief description of. his 
pursuer, A comparison showed that.it fitted 
Murray exactly, and he wasat once taken 
into custody; he practically admitted that 
the crime was his:‘work. He explained that 
in 1882, 
task allotted to him, and through the failure 
two members of the society were guillotined. 

Since then Sherman has been under the ban 
ofthe society, and pone of its emissaries has 
been on histrall. 


IT WAS MURDER. 


CORONER’S VEBDICT ON THE DEATH OF W. J. 
PRIESTLY. 


GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 6.—W. J. Priestly, 
Superintendent of the bagvzing and cordage 
factory inthfiscity, was found at his res!i- 
dence Monday morning dead, with a .pbullet 
hole threugh his right* temple and a pistol 
with one empty chamber lying by his half 
clinched hand, His wife said he had killed 


himself. The Coroner has been enzgaced 
upon the case until last. evening, when 
be returmed “a verdict that Priesily 
camé to his death from the ect of a 
pistol shot fired by parties unknown. This 
verdict caused sOme sensation and the 
Grand-jary will beginan investigation Into 
the tragedy to-day. Mrs. Priestly: stated 
that she and her husband had been married 
ten years and had lived happily until two 
yearsago; when an actress named Seaton 
became the recipient of undue attentions 
from herhusband and they had quarreled 
frequently on her account. Priestly recently 
returned from a_i business trip North and 
the old quarrel came up between them 
again. Mrs. Priestly did not attend her 
husband’s funeral, but the actress did. 


MURDERER SL SLAIN, 


HE RESISTED ARREST AND WAS SHOT TO 
; DEATH. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Jan. 6.—Randall McDonald 
and two sisters, all young and unmarried, 
lived together in Pocket Township, Moore 
County. Onthe night of Dec. 1, some un- 
Known colored man knocked on the door of 
the house. Entering he demanded of Mc. 
Donald that he give up his money. The two 


sisters, Mary and Christine, raised the alarm. 
The negro opened fire on the women, killing 
one and mortally wounding the other. At 
the point ofa pistol \icDonald was forced to 
giveup all bis money. There was no clew to 
the murderer for a tofig time, but recently it 
was suspected that Bob Ray. colored, was the 
man and a posse was formed to capture hiin, 
They learned that Ray was in a negro hut 
about a mile from Keyser, Moore Co.,waliting 
to got out of the State. About 7 o’clock last 
evening he came out of the hut to start for 
Keyser when the posse demanded ltiis surren- 
der. Hedashed at them, shooting right and 
leit. They shot him down, killing- him almost 
instantly. 


DEADLY FEUD AMONG INDIANS. 
SEATTLE, Wash., Jan, 6.—From passengers 
who have arrived from Alaskait is learned 
that the Cape Fox Indians had a pow-wow at 
Cape Fox on Dec. 24 to settle a long-standing 
feud between two families; not being able to 
come to an agreement, they all rot drunk and 
a general fxht ensued during which one man 
was killed and several wounded. That niutt 
the friends of the murdered man drew lots 
for the honor ofavenging the murder, An 
aged squaw drew the lot and next day walked 
up behind the Indian who was supposed to 
have killed her kinsman and red two 
barrels of a shot-gun into his back. She then 
went to her hut and loaded her gun again 
and sent her boy tosee that the job was 
finished. Hefound the man dead, Serious

The new breweries want 
to get more business and the syndicate wants 
to stop them, 

None of the manageérsor officers of any of 
the brewerles interested cared to predicta 
day ahead. At the American Brewery Mr. 
Koehler was absent this morning, having 
Started up town early on a con- 
ference with his associates in tbe 
business of fighting ‘*‘Wa:nwright’’ as 
they putit. Ontheotherhand Walnwright 
was meeting the synm@icate representatives 
and holding executive meetings all morning 
so that he was practically inacessible.

Representative Fogle of Schuyler County in- 
troduced itand madeatlong speech eulogiz- 
ing the Governor.

ELECTRICAL NOTES. 


In answer to the supposed signal lights 
that are flashing on the planet of Mars it is 
sugested that the brilliant electric lighting 
system of London, which extends over 
twelve square miles of streets, be alternately 
extinguished and lighted at intervals of five 
minutes. 

Cars for the delivery and collection of 
malls, express and parcel delivery cars and 
street sprinklers and sweepers are some of 
the novelties introduced on different electric 
railways in this country. 

The Government has been recently install- 
ing electric stamp-canceling machines hav- 
ing a capacity of 3,000 letters per hour inall 


the post-offices of consequence In the coun- 
try wherever electric current Could be con- 
veniently obtained. . 

An electric engine has been designed for or- 
dinary passenger traffic ona subD-city line in 
London which admits of its motors being re- 
volved when thetrain ts ata standstill, It 
operates on & central-rall system, and many 
economical advantages are claimed for ft. 

Electric cloth-cutters are one of the latest 
novelties on the market, and their ready 
adoption by many of the larger clotuing 
manufacturers seems to insure their success. 
Several thicknesses of cioti: can De Cut in any 
pattern quickly and accurately by merely 
guiding over the surface the revolving knife- 
eige wheel, which is operated by a small 
motor geared directly to it. ‘ihe whole 
apparatus is very compact and nicely 
faished.

Electricity is to become a great factor in 
prolonging human life. It nas been discov: 
ered that ozone when manufactured and iIn- 
troduced into air by the electrical process 
tends to give the air healthful qualities by 
exterminating ail the disease ge:ims anid mi- 
crobes it inay cuntain, During all the great 
epiiemics in past years it has been noticed 
that the alr has contained an unusually small 
per entage of ozone, and that as soun as this 
percentage increased the spread of the dis- 
ease ceased. Moreover, whenever the alir 
became cnarged electrically more than usual! 
during several days: the epidemic was found 
to diminish itn its severity. A French physi- 
clan has recently made some Very interesting 
and instructive compilations on the subject, 
which would seem to warrant the attention 
of Dourds of health and physicians generally.

THE NON-VOTING NUISANCE. y 

It is hardly probable that the proposi- 
tion of Senator McGinnis for an amend- 
ment tothe constitution, providing that 
citizens who have failed to vote at two suc- 
cessive elections without sufficient cause 
shall thereafter be forever disqualified 
from voting, will receive serious consider- 
ation from the General Assembly. The 
difficulties in the way of enforcing such a 
constitutional provision are so great that 
it will be put down at once as impractica- 
ble, yet the suggestion is a well deserved 
slap atthose citizens who willfully and 
habitually neglect the highest privilege 
and dearest right of free self-government. 

The so-called ‘‘stay at home’’ vote 
sometimes works for good, but when it 
does so it is in the form of a special protest 
of voters against party errors or blunders 
and itis a form of protest which does not 
reflect credit upon the courage and inde- 
pendence of the ‘‘stay at home’’ voters. 
But the fact that refraining from _ vot- 
ing on special occasions may accomplish 
good results which would be better 
accomplished by voting according to con- 
victions does not affect the fact that the 
habit of not voting is unjustifiable and 
productive of harm to the State. Through 
it unworthy men get into office, unworthy 
forces control politics and corrupt bossism 
is enabled to accomplish its vicious ends. 

Itisa great and growing ill, but itis 
not likely that any legal remédy can be 
found forit. Itis one of those public ills 
arising out Of the failure of individuals 
to exercise their rights and perform 
their duties, which must be  cor- 
rected by moral agencies. The forma- 
tion of a corrective public senti- 
ment through agitation and education 
is the only effectual means of reaching it. 
The proposal and discussion of the meas- 
ure introduced by Senator McGinnis 
are, however, in the line of this educa- 
tional work. The subject cannot be 
brought too frequently or prominently 
before the people, and non-voting citizens 
cannot receive too many or too severe 
slaps for their wrong-doing.

ROAD LEGISLATION. 

There seems to be consi lerable question as 
tothe constitutionality of imposing special 
taxes on abutting property for the construc- 
tion of roads, if that special tax should tn- 
Crease beyond the constitutional Iimit the 
enti county tax paid by the property. 
The courts have decided, however, that 
Special taxes may be legally imposed 
and collecte:i on town and city realty for 
the reconstruction of streets, although 
that tax may cause the property to pay 
more than the constitutional limit of taxa- 
tion Oxed for cities andtowns. ‘The surest 
methou for obtaining ood roads ts the pas- 
sage of a constitutional amendment author- 
izing the levying of a special tax therefor.

COSTS OF CRIMINAL CASES 
have beenthe largest item of expenditure 
Dy the State government for several 
past.

by their respective conventions. It Is my 
opinion that this privilege should be condl- 
tioned on party committees filling such va- 
cancies with members of their respective 
parties. Our law requires that all the canidl- 
dates ofa party must be grouped together 
uncer a pol.tical heading, and the voters 
naturally suppose that all names s50 
y printed represent men who are 
members of hat party. If 
the accredited represe!tatives of 
the political party in convention assembled 
see fit to nominate as their candidate a man 
who has aiready been nominated by another 

liiical party, they should wot and could not 

prevented from doing so, but the commit- 
tee of a political party cannot consistently 
name as the nominee of that party one who 
is already the candidate of another party. 
They should by law be prohibited from doing 
60. Sucha practice is contrary to tue spirit 
of the law and a deception and an Imposition 
on the voters. It encouraves the muking of 
nominations for the purpose of creating 
vacancies, and Is lixely toresult in bargains 
and collusions betweep political managers. 
It seems t. be impossible, under the present 
statutes woverning trials and convictions, to 
hold these expenses within proper or econ- 
omical bounds. In many other states, Illli- 
nols, Iowa and Minnesota, such costs are 
paid by the counties; andI am decidedly of 
the opinion that the adoption of sucha policy 
in this State wo@id greatly reiuce the ex- 
pense of enforcing our criminal laws. That 
course would lessen the demands on the State 
revenue to the extent of half a miilion dollars 
or more, which amount could be advantage.- 
ously applied to the construction of county 
roids by contrac?, under State supervision, 
or to the maintenance of convicts while 
working on county roads if your judgment 
preferred. 


STATE BANK EXAMINER. 
Missour! there are ninety-six private 
banws and 452 State banks, with an aggregate 
capital of $21,352,905, and totdl deposits of 
$80,910,442. ‘ihese do not inchude the national 
banks In Missouri, which number elyiity-one 
with a capital of $24,185,000. The national 
banks are examined at least once alnually by 
a United states Bank Examiner, who reports 
to the Comptroller ofthe Currency. Our law 
does not ; rovide foran exa:nination of state 
banks. The iaw itself is a good one, and 
if complied with, there would be no oc- 
casion for Gapositors to incur loss. In 
order that the public may be amply pro- 
tected, and tothe end that entire coniidence 
may be reposed in the solvency of state 
banks. I recommend that the Leyislature 
provide for the annual or semi-annual ex- 
amination of private and State banks doing 
busine«s in Missouri. The safe.cuards thrown 
around the national banks by the Federal 
Government, in requiring annual exainina 
tlons, and in making stockholders liable for 
double the amount of stock subscribed, in- 
spire depositors with a. feeling of se- 
curity in patr nizing those institutions. 
State supervision of banks not su! ject 
to the national banking law = $ should 
not only be acceptabie to the owners and 
managers thereof, but should be «'e-ire}, and 
their interest should have prompted them to 
ask for it ere this. Hanks complyin« with 
the law will be benefited by that fact being 
authoritetively announced, Those evading 
or Violating the law are a detriment to the 
law-abiding institutions and @ constant 
menace to local values and fingncial conf. 
Gence. sucha provision by (he) State is not 
transcending the legitimate province of gov- 
ernment, need mot be made burdensome to 
the banks nor expensive to the State, and 
woud +e reassuring to the people. such 
Jaws have been enacted in many States.

EXAMINATION OF BUILDING ASSOCITIONS, 
Unier the act of 1887, authorizing the !ncor- 
ration of building and loan associations, 
of such companies have been organized In 
Missouri.

Such legislation was opportune, 
f not much needed, Other States 
had far surpassed us in encouraging the or- 
| ganization of institutions which have served 
| worthy purposes esewhere, and will no 
|deubt do equally well in Missouri under 
' proper control or supervision. The remark- 
able success which has attended trust com- 
paniesand savings banks in this State dur: 
ing their limited existence demonstrates that 
they possess ina high degree the confidence 
of the people. Itisto the interest of ali that 
this confi lence should not be shaken. State 
exemination by experienced and discreet 
officials will justify the faith of the people 
and increase the usefulness of the Institu- 
tions. 


BANKING DEPARTMENT. 

The importance of the duties contemplated 
in the above recommendations may necess!i- 
tate the creation of a new State department, 
in order to insure their efficient and satisfac- 
tory performance. If in your wisdom, haw 
ever, those duties should be wxiven toon 
of the existing departinents, every precat- 
tion should be taken that it select expert and 
fair-minded men, and thatno personinany 
way interested in or indebted tothe assoclia- 
tions should be permitted to examine

ELECTION LAWS, 

The Australian election law, enacted by the 
Thirty -fifth General Assembly, but confined 
in its operation to cities of 5,000 Inhabitants 
Or more, was by the Thirty-sixth General 
| Assembly made applicable to the entire 
| State, and the gen-ralelection of November 
last was the first held thereunder. it is 
possible that many voters were prevented 
from exercising the right of. suffrage 
by want of knowledge as _ to how 
the ballot should be cast under that system. 
However, after a careful examination of the 
election laws of other States whicli have 
‘'adopted similar statutes, I am convinced 
that our law is equal toany and superior to 
most. It is clear in its provisions and easy 
|ofcomprehension by voters, but it might be 
made more so by an amendment requiring 
each political party to select an emblém to be 
placed at the head of its ticket, whereby 
every citizen might readily be enabled to 
vote fortine men who represent the princl- 
| ples of his cholce. 


STATE BOARD OF CHARITIES AND CORRECTIONS. 

It is affirmed, and not without reason, that 
| Other States are leading Missouri in the wis- 
'dom, economy and enlightened advancement 
oftheir methodsin humanitarian underiak- 
‘ings. Our expenditures for maintaining 
eleemosynary and penal institutions are by 
no means inconsiderabie, but they are 
much less than in many of the older 
commonwealths, where much more atte i- 
tion is paid to caring forthe unfortunate and 
raising the fallen. It is urged that much 
good would ensue from placing our asyiuins 
ior insane, our reformatories and prisons, 
under the control of a State Board of Chari- 
tiles, which, by thought and attention, could 
unify and systematize the work and manage- 
ment, and bring avout much Detter results. 
I think the suxgestion a good one, and recom- 
mend that it be adopted, The revenue of the 
State would admit of giving satisfactory 
compensation to interested and capable citi- 
vens who would devote their entire time to 
the work, to the betterment of the infirmand 
> ayward, and the benefit of society and the 
‘tate. 

The Thirty-sixth General Assembly appro- 
priated $591,200 for eleemosynary institutions 
for the vears 1891 and 1892. The iaw provides 
that each eleemosynary age Arte shall have 
a board of five managers, which shail meet 


once each month, and shall be given an an- 
nual salary of $100 each, inaddkKion to their 
traveling expenses, The penitenWNary is un- 
der control ofa Board of Inspectoérs, com. 
posed of tlie Treasurer, Auditor and Attor- 
ney-General, whorecelve for that servicea 
yearly saiary $250each, It will be seen, 
therefore,thnat at present the administration 
or manacement of the seven eleemosynary 
institutions and the State penitentiary costs 
$4,250 perannum, in addition to the traveling 
expenses of the members attending monthly 


board meetings. which will aggregate $4,000 


per annum additional.

Tenth Census, Census Bu.letin No. 229, 
sued Oct, 12, 1892, shows that the capital in- 
vested in 
1890 was 482.61 per cent greaterthan that in- 
vested in manufacturing inthe same city in 
isso, Census Bulletin No. 267, re Oct. 19, 
1892, shows that the capital invested in manu- 
facturing in St. Josephin 1890 was 220.37 per 
cent greater than that ofiss0. A comparison 
of the number of hands employed, the cost of 
material used and the value of products 
manufactured in those cities, shows a like 
increase from 18980 and 189°. 

The figyres given heretofore show the rapid 
growth in‘the assessed valuation of the tax- 
able property of the State during the last 
four years. The assessment of 1892 was $294,- 
000,000 greater than that of 1880—an increase 
of about 62 percent. The population of Mis- 
souri increase.! 23.56 per cent during the de- 
cade ending June 1, 1890, while the assessed 
valuation of property increase: 47.59 per cent 
duriig@ the same pertod. These fizures are 
sufficient toshow that the progress and de- 
velopment of the State, from a material 
standpoint, are very wratifying. In social 
and intellectual advancement, and in every- 
thing to be desired by a prosperous, patri- 
otic people, \:issouri has kept pace with her 
sisters, and with the progressive, peace- 
1Oving spirit of the age.

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FUR-BEARING SEALS 


A STORY FOR CHILDREN azBoUT THE 
ANIMALS OF THE NORTHERN SEAS. 


Written for the SUNDAY Pog#-Disparcn. 

The seal that gives us the soft brown seal- 
skin for coats and maffs and other things is 
not the common seal. : 

The common seal, often seen in manageries 
and hunted in nearly all waters, has a sil- 
very brown or gray fur, usually speckled 
with dark spots, that is sometimes used for 
clothing, but is very rarely seen here. The 
skin, however, Is used a great deal for 
leather, and the oil that is taken from his 


uses. 

The seals that have~-the fur that is worn 
are altogether different creatures. They be 
long to the great seal family, but are quite 
as distinct from the common seal as the 
walrus, which isnot known asa seal by ev- 
ery body. 

Sea-bear is the common name of the animal 
that gives up its pelt for sealskin gacques. 
Itis first cousinto the sea-lion, for both of 
them are otaries. They got this name be- 
cause they have ears on the outside of their 
heads, which their second cousins, the other 
seals, have not. 

Otaries have something very remarkable 
about their front teeth; the four middle up- 
per teeth have a double catting edge. 

The forelegs are placed further back than 
the common seals, which make the sea-lions 
and sea-bears look as if they had quite neck 
enough to mention. The hind legs too, are 
rather more to speak of. They are somewhat 
like the forelegs, instead of being merely 
fappers, and the membrane between the 
toes extends isa fap beyond each toe. 

A SEAL WITH FOUR WALKING LEGS. 

The sea- bear has decided advantages in the 
way oflegs. Hecanstand and walk, carry- 
ing his plump round bedy, which weighs 600 
or 700 pounds and Is longer than atall man’s, 
over considerable distances on ice cakes cr 
on land, 

Sea-bears do not always HNve ‘near ice, nor 
land either, perhaps. 

itis not yet known where they live in win- 
ter, but in summer, from May until October 
or November, they are gathered by the thou- 
sand on three or four islands of Behring Sea, 
in the Bay of Kamtschatka and on the Kurile 
Island, 

These sea-bears are the cause of the Belr- 
ing Sea dispute between England and the 
United States, which has been such a long 
and serious matter to both countries.) 

Last winter we sawa great deal about it in 
the papers, with the letters from President 
liarrisou and Mr. Blaine on our side, and 
from Lord Salisbury and Sir William Paunce- 
fote on England’s side.

England deciares that Behring’sis an open 
sea and all nations have the right to catch 
seals there or anything else they can find—if 
they keep nine miles from iand. 

Moreover, our Government, in order that 
the seals shall not be hunted till they are all 
destroyed, as the American bison and some 
other animals have been, has forbidden the 
Killing of father seals or mother seals or 
young. Only acertain number of what are 
called bachelor seals may be taken every 
year. These arethe young male seals who 
have not yet been mated. Andallthe seal- 
hunting by Americans is under a contract of 
this sort with one company. a. 

Itisa very valuable trade, as any one could 
tell from the number of sealskin cloaks and 
things for sale every winter, and the English 
merchants covetit mightily. Andfor years 
many of their vessels Nave gone out from 
Victoria, British Columbia, every year and, 
cruising about, have taken all they could 
find, fathers, mothers and babies. Some- 
times one vessel secured as many as 3,000 
skins, 

This season, after all the letters that passed 
between England and the United States, it 
was agreed to respect our claims for the time 
being at least, und foreign sealers entered 
Behring Sea at the risk of capture by our 
revenue cutters, which have patrolled the 
sea since last March or April, whenthe seals 
first began to come up the Pacific. 

Several vessels have been captured, They 
have had thelrcargoes taken away at once, 
and the result of thelr trials will perhaps 
help to settle this long dispute. 

Ifour country has*‘its way ail forelgners 
but Russians, who have their own seal 
islands, will have to content themselves 
with hunting In the ocean. The schooners 
get out in April and Me just outside American 
waters, chiefly off Oregon, directly inthe 
path of the vaiuable prey, heading for their 
summer homes. 

Each schooner has about half a dozen 
hunters and their-small boats in which they 
Keep out and constantly on the watch, 

The hunter stands inthe bow of his boat 
witha shot-gun;or,ifheisan Indian from 
Vancouver’s Island, his boatis a canoe and 
his weapon a spear. 

He must be a good shot whocan standina 
row boat on the ocean and hit the smali head 
ofa sealswimming by,anud he earns good 
pay. 

Sealing within the inclosed seas when the 
animals are gathered together for the sum- 
mer isa much eaiserand much less expen- 
sive mattertothe merchants, to say noth- 
ing of what. isto take them on land, 
although the foreigners are not supposed to 
gonear the tslands, and the trouble fs to 
keep them out of the seas, and stop what Is 
called the pelagic sealing. 

WHEN RUSSIA HAD CONYROL. 

All of this regionand AlasKa once belonged 
ORussia.

The Russians have hunted seals there for 
many, many years, and tbey had done go a 
long time before they were able to discover 
to what islands the animals resorted.
